Merritt Tells of His 
West Point Days. 


Opposed Hazing When 
Superintendent. 


Drastic Measures Will Be Nec- 
essary to Stop Practices.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—Hazing at 
West Point is discussed by Maj.-Gen. 
Wesley Merritt, U.B.A., in Lesile’s 
Weekly. Gen. Merritt was formerly 
superintendent of the United States 
Military Academy. He tay®, in part: 
“When 1 was a cadet at West Point 
from 1855 to 1860 I was opposed to 
hazing, both as a ‘plebe’ and as an up 
per-class man, though I had to endure 
a good deal of what was termed ‘yank- 
ing.’ That consisted of pulling a. sleep- 
ing cadet out of bed and dropping him 
on the floor. This, as a rule, did no 
harm, though I remember one fellow- 


‘leadet who was rather seriously hurt. 


‘Yanking’ amounted only to a pleas- 
amtry. of course; it was annoying and 
unjust when added to all the hard 
work that the ‘plebes’ were required to 
perform through the day.

President Charies M. Hays of
